“Stampettes,” two philatelic social organizations, 
had their usual late night gathering. These two 
groups met at nearly every philatelic event held in 
the Ohio-Western Pennsylvania area during the late 
1930s and 1940s. 


A Third Annual Stamp Exhibition and Bourse was 
scheduled, this time in Kent, on 9-10 November 
1940. Two advertising cards were distributed (Figs. 
12 & 13). One of them depicts the same Spanish 
stamp as on the advance label for the 1938 event. 


For their 1940 event, they issued two philatelic seals 
(Figs. 14 & 15), both printed in blue. The printing at 
the top and bottom of these seals is identical to the 
printing on the Philatelic Truck Sheet (Fig. 1). 


Unlike their 1938 and 1939 open houses, the 1940 
open house was hardly mentioned by the stamp 
weeklies. Only Linn’s mentioned the 1940 event ina 
two-line report with few details. There was no fol- 
low-up. Other contemporary philatelic events were 
suitably reported, and the issuance of other seals 
was announced and sometimes illustrated.

None of the Kent and Ravenna philatelic seals for 
1938 to 1940 are as commonly seen today as many 
of their contemporaries. In my opinion as a special- 
ist in the area of philatelic seals, the two 1940 seals 
are decidedly scarce. This would indicate that not 
many of them were produced or they were not mar- 
keted well so very few were sold. 


Nearly every philatelic seal issued in the 1930s and 
1940s is common. Most copies seen today are prob- 
ably remainders which came on the market after the 
event. Caches of early seals, often together as 
received from the printer, are still coming on the 
market.

Dolin (1946) lists the Kent and Ravenna souvenirs 
for 1938 to 1940 but does not list the Truck Sheet 
Overprint. Both the Chicago Philatelic Society and 
SPA overprints on the Truck Sheet are listed. 


Clearly the similarity between the 1940 philatelic 
seals (Figs. 14 & 15) and the Truck Sheet overprint 
(Fig. 1) indicates that it was created as an added 
souvenir. It was created by using the same printed 
form as used on the philatelic seals, except that it 
was printed in red instead of blue ink. It was prob- 
ably an afterthought, so the number of copies made 
might have been very small. 


We have no knowledge of whether it was sold or 
given away at the show. Perhaps it was a banquet 
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souvenir, or only presented to the committee mem- 
bers. Our knowledge of its existence came from 
some being offered for sale by a few California deal- 
ers at prices from $10.00 to $25.00 in the early 1980s. 
It was first recorded in the unpublished lists of phi- 
latelic exhibition and society memorabilia authored 
by Sanford Fields and Kenneth Picklo which first 
appeared in the early 1980s. Subsequently, the sou- 
venir card dealer Russell Bell obtained an unknown 
number and offered them at prices around $350.00. 
He had one with inverted overprint which he 
offered at $1,750. 


There is still more to learn about the Kent and 
Ravenna Truck Sheet overprint. How many were 
made; how many showed up in California; how 
many did Bell have? Was it sold at the show, or 
given as a souvenir, or just made for a few commit- 
tee members? Why didn’t it wind up in the philat- 
elic seal market with the other items? 


There was no Kent and Ravenna show in 1941. 
Perhaps it was because of the event of war that it 
never occurred, or perhaps because the 1940 show, 
unlike the 1938 and 1939 ones, had not been a finan- 
cial success. Can anyone tell us?

Editor’s comment: 

After reading this article, and then reading it again 
as I entered it into the computer and formatted it, 
several questions came to my mind. Why was 
knowledge of this item apparently not known until 
some 40 years later? Why did they “emerge” in 
California not Ohio? How do we know that this 
Overprint was done in 1940? It would not be diffi- 
cult in this day and age (including the 1980s) to 
“lift” type from a legitimate seal and add it to an 
otherwise common souvenir and to do it to a 
Philatelic Truck Sheet might make it more saleable. 
Certainly, given the asking prices quoted in this 
article, there was a profit motive. 


James H. Bruns’ definitive book, The Philatelic Truck, 
was copyrighted in 1982. It does not mention the 
sheet. Could not the “little notice” mentioned in the 
article in the last issue (which the author attributes 
to Russell Bell) be one or more of the four items 
included in this article (Figs. 12-15) and not, as 
implied in the earlier article, the overprinted Truck? 
It includes the “Daily Log” of the Truck which 
shows it visiting various cities in Ohio (but not Kent 
or Ravenna) between 30 June and 18 October 1940.

One of my more interesting books is History of the 
Legal Tender Paper Money, by Hon. E. G. Spaulding.

Not only is its content interesting, but so is 
its “hodge-podge” manufacture. It seems to be past- 
ed together from various sources—the last 80 pages 
appear to be a pamphlet that has been unstapled 
and bound-in. That pamphlet is titled: “Address of 
the Hon. Elbridge Gerry Spaulding ant the Bank 
Officers and Bankers’ Building, Centennial 
Grounds, Fairmount Park, Philadelphia, on the

is basically a review of the history of banking.) My 
guess is that the pamphlet was printed after the 
exhibition closed, as a souvenir, perhaps, for the 
author to hand out. In any event, whoever bound it 
saw no harm in including a reprint (on light card) of 
the engraved admission ticket—not likely to be 
done if the ticket was still in use. 


I believe it to be a reprint, and not a remainder, 
because it is the same 8.5” x 5.25” as the pages in the 
book. The design seems more suited for a card 
about 6.25” x 4”. (This would be a convenient pock- 
et size.) The title page [illustrated on the next page] 
also has a an intaglio print of the familiar “Signing 
of the Declaration” vignette.

Another “normal” auction this time, with a good mix 
of mint and show-cancelled, numismatic and philat- 
elic, official and private, etc. for sale. For show-can- 
celled afficiandos, there is a nice run of “all day” 
show-cancelled cards in this offering.These tend to 
be especially nice as the preparers generally use nice 
thematic stamps to enhance the appeal of the card.

The die for the $1,000 certificate (series 1907, mis- 
cellaneous die No. 7008) was completed in January, 
1908. Engravers included George U. Rose, Jr., 
Robert Ponickau, Robert H. Warren, 

Edward M. Hall, G.F.C. Smillie, and 

Louis K. Siggons. 


The portrait of Hamilton (miscellaneous 
die No. 6683) was engraved by G.F.C. 
Smillie in 1906 based on an original 
work by John Trumbull. The portrait has 
been used for other securities and notes 
including the current $10 Federal 
Reserve Note. 


The card is part of the 1996 series featur- 
ing “The Era of Silver and Gold.” This 
theme theme celebrates the time when 
currency was often tied directly to gold 
and silver values.

A BRAZILIAN SOUVENIR CARD 
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William Kriebel (27) 





On 8 November 1934, the 400th Anniversary of the 
Birth of Father José de Anchieta was commemorat- 
ed by the Brazilian Postal Service with the issuance 
of four stamps of similar design—an Indian proces- 
sion led by the padre carrying a cross—but in dif- 
ferent values and different colors. 


The stamps were of values 200 reis (yellow-brown), 
300 reis (violet), 700 reis (blue), and 1,000 reis (gree). 
(The Stanley Gibbons Catalogue incorrectly 
describes this issue as the 400th Anniversary of the 
Founding of Sao Paulo by Anchieta.) 


The stamps were produced intaglio by the Brazilian 
Mint (Casa da Moeda or “House of Money”) which is 
similar to our own Bureau of Engraving and 
Printing. 


Apparently at the same time, a souvenir card was 
produced (illustrated, opposite page) which repro- 
duces the stamps, in their original colors and in 
intaglio, on heavy, cream-colored card stock. In the 
center, in gray-black is printed a cross with flowery 
decoration and the words “IV CENTENARIO DE 
ANCHIETA.” In the upper left hand corner, die- 
sunk into the card is the signature of the director of 
the mint and, in the upper right hand corner, in sim- 
ilar fashion, the signature of the director of printing. 


José de Anchieta, born 19 March 1534 in the Canary 
Islands and educated at the University of Coimbra 
in Portugal, was ordained into the Society of Jesus 
in 1551. Two years later he was sent to Brazil and 
soon became known as the “Apostle of Brazil,” 
where his kindness and concern for the natives, not 
only gained many converts to Catholicism but, for 
him, their personal respect. He pacified the fierce 
Tamoyo tribe, taught at the Jesuit college in Sao 
Paulo, as well as serving as a missionary in Sao 
Vicente, Rio de Janeiro, and Espirito Santo. In 1575 
he became Provincial of the Order, headquartered 
in Bahia. By 1587 he had retired to spend the rest of 
his days writing a variety of works which earned 
him the title of “Father of Brazilian Literature.” The 
works included a Tupi (Amerindian language) 
grammar and dictionary (published in Coimbra in 
1595). After Anchieta’s death (9 June 1597), so many 
miracles were attributed to him that he was beati- 
fied (the first step toward sainthood) by Pope 
Clement XII in 1763. 


I have been collecting Brazil philatelic material 
since 1949, this is the only copy of this card I have 
ever seen. It is not listed in any catalog. I have to 
assume it was truly a “limited edition,” probably 
produced for social, religious or political favor.
